Church in Bakersfield, 
the first Methodist Episcopal church 
in Southern California to 
moving picture machine, I was 
brought into close association with 
practically all the moving picture 
concerns in Southern California. We 
ran a picture on Friday afternoon 
and Friday night—in the afternoon 
for children, and in the evening 
for anyone who desired ito attend. 
We charged no admission at the 
door, but asked that each pay 10 
cents for adults, and 5 cents for 
children.

Difficulty arose when we_ began 
to search for suitable pictures. There 
are a great many subjects that have 


been produced, but thousands of 
them are unfit to be shown to the 
ehurch organization. In the church 
today we have a great deal of pre- 
judice; some of it is well founded, 
and other prejudice is not well 


great many people have 
been opposed to the installation of 
moving pictures in che church be- 
cause they have failed to understand 
the opportunity which is presented 
by its use for religious and 
tional purposes.

I would ask 
for a good, clean, educational sub- 
ject, free from sentimentalism and 
devoid of cheap love scenes, and 
would be taken into a dark room, 
the motor turned on, and_ there 
would be thrown on the screen what 
the operator would term ‘just the 
thing’ I wanted, and to my intense 
\disgust, it was utterly out of har- 
mony with my desire. There are a 
few good pictures, but not sufficient 
lfor a continuous program, and the 
expense was so great for the better 
films, that to put them on regularly 
was prohibitive, while the cheaper 
ireels had either been so much used, 
or were such poor subjects, that 
they were unfit to be shown. I came 
in touch with one of the chief repre- 
isentatives in the moving picture 
business, and presented the whole 
matter to him, and suggested to him 
the possibility of securing annual 
contracts from the churches and ed- 
organizations which have 
machines, but there were not of suf- 
ficient number to justify the  at- 
tempt.
